Vessage From Police 


Yes, flash lights can be pur- 
chased now, said Chief of Police 
George G. Boyd, in a recent let- 
ter to Director John H. McCoy, 
in which he quoted three scetions 
of the vehicle law. 

Sec. 622, Lamps on Bigycles. 
Every bicyele at the time speci- 
fied in Section 618 thereof shall 
be equipped with a lamp emmit- 
ting a white light visible under 
normal . atmospheric conditions 
from a disance of 300 feet in front 
of such bicycle and with a red re- 
flector on the rear so designed 
and located as to be visible for at 
least 200 feet when directly in 
front of a motor vehicle display- 
ing’ lawful undimmed headlights 
or with a read lamp exhibiting a 
red light visible from a distance 
of 200 feet to the rear. 

Sec. 618 When Vehicles Must 
be Equipped (a) Every vehicle 
upon a highway at any time from 
half hour after sunset to a half 
hour before sunrise and at any 
other time when there is not suffi- 
cient light to render clearly dis- 
cernible any person or vehicle on 
the highway at a distance of 200 
feet shall be equipped with lighted 
lamps and lighting devices as re- 
spectively provided in this chapter 
with different classes of vehicles 
subject to the exception set forth 
in this chapter. - 

Sec. 452, Traffic Laws Apply- 
ing to Persons Riding Bicyles or 
Animals. Every person riding a 
bicycle or riding or driving an 
animal upon a highway is subject 
to the provisions of this division 
applicable to the driver of a 
vehicle.
